STRANGE TALE 


FROM THE ISLANDS. 


Maj. Rockefeller Lost 
at Caloocan. 


He Wandered About the Picket 
Line One Night, 


Searching Parties Find Only a 
Scrap of Paper. 


California Men Made Captains in the 
New Army—Soldiers on the Tar- 
tar Complaining of Their 
Quarters—Rebels Tire. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THF TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Journal's Washington 
special says Maj. Charles M. Rockefel- 
ler’s mysterious disappearance, April 
28, is fully described in reports for- 
warded by Gen. Otis. The story is 
told in statements made to Capt. Pal- 
mer of the Ninth United States In- 
fantry by Corporals William E. Lyman, 
John Ross and Privates Thomas F. 
Keenan and James Barrett, who were 
last to see Maj. Rockefeller. 

They were on the picket line near 
Caloocan. Maj. Rockefeller visited 
them between 9 and 10 p.m. After 
Rockefeller left, Barrett and Keenan 
thought they heard him calling 
“picket” for about ten minutes. They 
could not go to him, because they 
thought other pickets were nearer. 
Ross heard someone calling picket, 
and found it was Rockefeller. The 
officer said something about having 


| come in contact with a wire fence and 


being cut. Ross offered to escort him 
to the next outpost, but he declined to 
accept. 

After Rockefeller left Ross he began 
calling ‘“‘picket’’ again, and Ross told 
him that the next outpost was to the 
right of the course he was pursuing. 
After that Rockefeller called for pick- 
ets a few more times, and then all was 
still. Rescue parties went out at mid- 
night and next day and found no trace 
of him except a piece of paper with 
Rockefeller’s name on it, a mile and a 
half from.the outpost. 

In passing upon the report, Gen. Otis 
says he cannot clear the mystery. 
Rockefeller had marched five miles in 
the broiling sun with his regiment 
that day, and his mind may have been 
affected to such an extent that he wan- 
dered into the lines of the Filipinos. 
Another theory is that he was cap- 
tured by a detachment of Filipinos on 
a scouting tour.

THEY WROTE APOLOGIES. 


Col. Frost of the South Dakota Regi- 
ment Withdraws Charges. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 12.—The 
trouble in the First South Dakota 
Volunteer Regiment has been set- 
tled. Col. Frost today withdrew his 
charges against Lieut.-Col. Lee Stover, 
Lieut. Horace C. Bates and Maj. R. 
C..Warne, and the order of arrest 
against them was removed by Gen. 

Shafter. 

Col. Frost did not relent until he 
had received letters 6f apology from 
all three of the accused officers, which 
they wrote in. response to appeals 
made by the Citizens’ Reception Com- 
mittee from South Dakota, now in 
this city. Gov. Lee of that State, who 
has just arrived here, has approved 
the action taken. 


CAUGHT A TARTAR. 


Soldiers Complaining About 
Transport’s Accommodations. 
[A. EARLY MORNINY REPORT. | 
NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Hongkong says: 
“Many serious complaints have been 
made by the discharged soldiers now 
on board the transport Tartar, which 
is now being sent here. These men 
declare that ‘the vessel is overcrowded; 
that she is in a bad sanftary condi-

,.tion, and that the supplies of food are 


are at the Waldorf; 


not sufficient. The officers in charge 
admit the genuineness of some of these 
complaints, but they declare that the 
discharged soldiers crowded the ship of 
their own accord, although they had 
an option of remaining in Manila un- 
til the next troopship should sail. 

“The condition of the vessel will se- 
riously affect the health of the return- 
ing soldiers. There are 1200 of them 
on board, being carried back to San 
Francisco. The soldiers on the Tartar 
are fraternizing with the British regu- 
lars on duty here, and are being enter- 
tained at the various messes of the 
garrison. At these gatherings the 
Anglo-American alliance is always en- 
thusiastically toasted. The Tartar will 
sail Tuesday.”’ 


TIRED OF FIGHTING. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Sept.. 12.—A dispatch 
to the World from Hongkong says, 
among other things: 

“An association of natives, styling 
themselves “The Filipino Liberation 
Society,’ has applied for permission to 
organize in Manila’ with Gen. Otis as 
President. The general has declined to 
pledge himself in the matter, but 
thought it might be possible to forward 
the operations of the association. 

“According to private letters received 
within the American lines, several of 
the rebel colonels and two of Agui- 
naldo’s b diers intend to allow them- 
selves to captured when the United 
States tro@ps «attack Tarlac, because 
they are thred of fichting. 

“The Werld correspondent has the 
names of these discontented Filipino 
officers, but to publish them would be 
to betray them to the vengeance of 
Aguinaldo,”’ 


A SOLDIER'S DUTY. 


Gen. Miles Talks of Sandy Hook 
Testa and Philippines. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT} 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Maj.-Gen. 
Miles said last night of the recent tests 
at Sandy Hook of high projectiles: 

“The object of these tests was to 
ascertain the force and power of new 
explosives; the effect of concussion, 
as well as the power of breaking pro- 
jectiles into fragmentary pieces. The 
possibility of throwing high explosives 
through armor-plate was also tested 
with safety, and the fact was demon- 
strated that projectiles containing high 
explosives can be thrown long dis- 
tances, ten, twelve and fourteen miles, 
in fact, as far as it is possible to throw 
any projectile from any kind of a gun, 
Each trial and test thus far has been 
entirely satisfactory. All of these tests 
were made at the Sandy Hook prov- 
ing-grounds, under the supervision of 
Maj. Frank Heath, and they have 
demonstrated that projectiles contain- 
ing the most destructive high explo- 
sives can be thrown any distance with 
sufficient force to penetrate armor- 
plate.”’ 

Gen. Miles and the other members of 
the Board of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tions visited Forts Hamilton and Wads- 
worth. These two forts are types of 
fortifications which have been recently 
equipped with all of the modern appli- 
ances for coast-defense. 

“It has taken many years,” said 
Gen. Miles, “to bring a fort like Wads- 
worth into perfect condition where all 
of these modern (appliances can be 
operated as one system and utilized to 
the best possible advantage for ha z;bor 
and coast defense.” 

Gen. Miles speaks with much satis- 
faction of the practical headway that 
had been made in the experiments at 
Sandy Hook with heavy ordnance and 
the most powerful explosives. He said 
that very valuable results had been at- 
tained. The details of these results 
will be carefully embodied into the of- 
ficial reports to be submitted to the 
War Department. 

In response to a renewed inquiry 
whether there was any prospect of his 
going to Manila to assume command 
of the United States forces there, Gen. 
Miles said: “I cannot tell. There are 
no new developments in the matter, so 
far as I know. Certainly such a meas- 
ure would be a serious and responsible 
one, and I don’t think anybody would 
be asked to be sent there.’ 

Asked if he would not like to go out 
there and undertake the solution of

quilly, and replied: “It is a soldier's 
duty to go where he is sent and to do 
the very best he can when he goes 


there.”’ 

GOV. LEE LATE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 12.—Gov. 

Andrew E. Lee of South Dakota ar- 
rived here today to welcome the South 
Dakota volunteers who returned here 
on the transport Sheridan. It was 
Gov. Lee’s intention to get here in 
time to receive the soldiers as they 
disembarked from the transport, but 
owing to the conflicting reports of the 
date of her expected arrival, he did not 
reach here in time. Gov. Lind of Min- 
nesota also missed connections by sev- 
eral days. 

TROOPS AT PRESIDIO. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 12.-—-There 

are now 11,583 men quartered at. the 
Presidio. This includes 950 recruits, 
40 casuals, 357 in the regular garrison, 
approximately 5256 volunteer infantry 
on the way to the Philippines, and ap- 
proximately 5000 more returned from 
the islands and awaiting muster-out.

Dreyfus Can Live but a 
Short Time, 


Attending Physician Says He is 
Hopelessly Ill, 


Prisoner’s Condition Made Known 
to the Government. 


Hie Henlth the Only Thing That 
Could Hinder the Carrying Out 
of the Sentence of the 
Court-martial,

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Journal's Paris cable- 
gram says that Dr. Pozzi, the physician 
attending Capt. Dreyfus, says the con- 
demned man is hopelessly ill. The 
physician thinks that Dreyfus may live 
only a few weeks, and that he can live, 
in any case, only a few months. He also 
Says the condition of Dreyfus is such 
that milk and soda’water form his only 
nourishment. His stomach can hold 
nothing more. 

The Figaro says that particulars re- 
garding Dreyfus's health have. -been 
communicated to the government. This 
matter will be considered at the Cahi- 
net meting today. It is probably the 
only point on which the government 
will intervene in the carrying out of the 
sentence of the court-martial. 


GERMANY WILL EXHIBIT. 


The Paris Exposition not Bound Up 
With Politics. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT .REPORT.] 

BERLIN, Sept. 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The German commissioner for 
the Paris Exposition, accompanied by 
three assistants, has gone to Paris to 
complete arangements for the German 
exhibitors. This is generally inter- 
preted as indicating that Germany has 
no intention, as a nation, of refraining 
from participating therein. 

Many of the newspapers@re pointing 
out that the exhibition ts not connected 
with politics, and they counsel modera- 
tion until the action of the other na- 
tions is determined. Germany's action, 
it is said, will be governed largely by 
that of Great Britain, the United States 
and Austria.

THE CABINET COUNCIL,

Cornelius¥ anderbilt Dies 
at New York. 


Cerebral Hemorrhage the Cause 
0] His Demise, 


Had Retired After Just Getting 
Back from Newport. 


Awoke in the Night and Called Hig 
Wife—Physician Was Sammoned 
but Arrived After Life 
Was Extinct. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT ] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. head of the Vanderbilt 
family, died at his residence in this 


city, at 5:45 o'clock this morning, from 
a stroke of paralysis. Vanderbilt was 
in his fifty-sixth year. .No physician 
was in attendance The attack was 
very sudden and entirely unexpected, 
and it was impossible to reach any 
physician before death occurred, Dr. 
Francis Delafield, who had been at- 
tending Vanderbilt, arrived at the 
house after death had occurred. Many 
erroneous statements were made con- 
cerning the circumstanecs surrounding 
the death of Vanderbilt, and Senator 
Chauncey M. Depew gave out the fol- 
lowing statement this afternoon: 

“Mr. Vanderbilt left Newport yester- 
day afternoon at 1 o'clock, for the 
purpose of attending a meeting of the 
directors of the New York Central and 
Hudson River road, which was to be 
held today. He was feeling as well 
as usual, and had no premonition of 
approaching death. He reached this 
city about 9 o'clock last night, was 
driven to his home immediately, and 
went to bed about 19 o'clock. He 
woke up in the morning about 5 o'clock 
and complained of feeling very ill. He 
called his wife, and she immediately 
sent for a physician. 

“Mr. Vanderbilt died within a few 
minutes. and before any physician ar- 
rived. Dr. Delafield, who had been at- 
tending him, when he arrived, pro- 
nounced the cause of death to be cere- 
bral hemorrhage. Because death was 
eo sudden, the Coroner was notified, 
and there will be a formal inquest. 

“The funeral will be held in St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Church, probably next’ Fri- 
day, and Bishop Potter and the rec- 
tor, Rey Dr. Greer, will officiate. There 
will be a meeting of the directors of 
the Vanderbilt lines next Thursday to 
pass appropriate resolutions with re- 
spect to Mr. Vanderbilt. All the mem- 
hers of the family have either called 
in person or sent telegrams, with the 
exception of his son Alfred, who is 
now traveling somewhere in China. Ca- 
blegrams were sent to several points In 
China and Japan, informing him of the 
death. Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., sent a 
telegram from Newport, stating that 
he was on his way.” 

The news of the death of the railroad 
magnate soon spread over the citys 
Messages were sent to the relatives, 
and near friends of the deceased and 
the family. Chauncey M. Depew, who 
was a near friend and business asso- 
ciate, reached the house at about 7:30 
o'clock. He was visibly affected. He 
remained a short while, and when he 
came out there were tears in his eyes. 

William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., and his 
wife called early, and remained some 
time at the house. Then William K. 
Vanderbilt went for his father and 
brought him to the house. The father 
was so much affected when he caught 
sight of the house whrre his brother 
lay dead that he clasped his son in his 
arms and kissed him. They walked to- 
gether arm-in-arm into the house, 
shedding tears. Mrs. W. D. Sloane and 
Mr. and Mrs. McK. Twombly and oth- 
ers called at the house during the day. 
Mrs. Eliott Shepard, President Callo- 
way of the New York Central, . Dr. 
Shepard and many officials of the New 
York Central called during the day. 


A Coroner's physician made an in- 
quest into the cause of death, and 
found that it was due to. cerebral 
hemorrhage. The Coroner also viewed 
the body and indorsed this finding. Per-

NEWPORT SHOCKED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEWPORT (R. L,) Sept. 12.—The ane 
nouncement of the sudden death of 
Cornelius Vanderbilt in New York, this 
morning, was a heavy blow to the resi- 
dents of Newport, among whom. he 
had been a familiar figure for fifteen 
years. 

Mr. and Mrs. Vanderbilt left Newport 
yesterday New York. On his de- 
parture, Vanderbilt appeared in excel- 
lent health. He has taken a prominent 
place in the summer life at Newport, 
and his entertainments had been of an 
elaborate character. Since his illness 
in 1896, he had lived quietly at his villa 
during the summer, entertaining but 
little. 

During the past season he had taken 
a greater interest in the social affairs 
of the city, being especially interested 
in the Newport Casino, of which he 
was for many years president. He was 
a regular atjen lant at the morning 
concerts, the tennis tournament and 
horse show, and drove out gaily with 
his wife. He had always a kindly nod 
or a word for his many friends and 
acquaintances. He was a regular at- 
tendant at the services of Trinity 
Church and aided largely to its sup-

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE, 


Sén of a Farmer, He Left an Enor- 
mous Portune. 

S[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Cornelius 
Vanderbilt was born on Staten Island 
November 27, 1843. William H. Van- 
derbilt, his father, was at that time 4 
farmer. and Cornelius, at the age of 
16, left school and secured @ place as 
messenger in the Shoe and Leather 
Bank. His grandfather, the Commo- 
dore, learning of this, sent for him and 
asked why he had not applied to him 
for a place. 

“Because I did not wafit to ask you 
for anything.’ was the reply. 

This pleased the Commodore, and it is 
said that he made a codicil to his will, 
a few days later, leaving $1,000,000 to 
his grandson, 

Cornelius left the Shoe and Léather 
Bank to go inte the employ of Kissam 
Bros., bankers, but later his grand- 
father asked him to enter the railroad 
service. The young man was making 
$60 a month, and declined to leave his 
place unless he got more money. He 
was given $65, and accepted it. He was 
then about 21 years old. The first place 
he was given was that of assistant 
treasurer of the New York and Harlem 
Railroad. His rise was rapid, and he 
succeeded his father as head of the 
Vanderbilt system. 

Vanderbilt's active career was prac- 
tically closed when.he suffered a par- 
alytic stroke in July, 1896. Despite his 
enormous business interests, he found 
time to devote to church and Sunday- 
schéol work, which he began early in 
life. He gave freely to the railroad

In the months fol- 
ljotving his depattufe his friends. were 
delighted by letters which described his 
health as steadily growing firmer,-.and 
Stating that his physiciams had con- 
sented to his returning home in the 
aytumn, but with the proviso that he 
must, for an indefinite time, content 
himself with a very general supervision 
of: the railway systems and relinquish 
entirely the detail work which he had 
previously taken upon himself.

KNOCKS OUT ENGLAND IN ONE 
ROUND. 


Terry McGovern Makes the Head of 
Pediar Palmer His Punching-bag 
and Beats the English Cham- 
pion in Haste.

The Band Played “God Save the 
Queen” and the “Star Spangled 
Banner,” but Terry Got the 
Final Bouguet.

TUCKAHOE (N. Y.,) Sept. 12.—Glo- 
rious sunshine greeted the thousands 
of visitors who thronged the big stock- 
ade inclosure in which Terry McGov- 
ern, the American pugtlist, and Pedlar 
Palmer of. England fought for the 
world’s bantam championship. 

Each of the fighters weighed in at 5 
o'clock yesterday morning, and both 
scaled less than the limit of 116 pounds. 
When the announcement of the post- 
ponement was made, it was understood 
that they would weigh again this morn- 
ing in accordance with the articles of. 


} agreement, which stipulated that the 
}lads should weigh in at 116 pounds, 
/ ten hours previous to their meeting in 


the ring. This was not done, however, 
as Palmer was unable to do any rvad 
work, owing to the inclement weather, 
and by. mutual consent the weighing- 
in was waived at the request of Palm- 
er's manager, F. A. Bettinson of Eng- 
land.: The lads practically met at 
catch-weights. 

From noon the special trains which 
were dispatched from the Grand Cen- 
tral depot were uncomfortably crowded, 
and by 2 o'clock the vast inclosure was 
more than half filled. McGovern was 
a decided favorite in the betting, odds 
of 100 to 80 being freely laid on the 
American. 

Boxers from Tom Sharkey to George 
Dixon were to be seen in the boxes 
and ring seats.. “Kid McCoy” .was 
among the early arrivals, and he looked 
in splendid condition. The’ officials ~who 
had charge of the contest were as fol- 
lows: Referee, George Siler; official 
timer, John Pollock; announcer, Peter 
Prunly; time-keepers for McGovern, 
Sam Austin; for Palmer, F. A. Bliack- 
burn, seconds for McGovern, Sam Har- 
ris, W illiam Murray, Charley Mayhood, 

im Kearns and Joe Fairburn; for | 
Palmer, Sam Blakelock, Jim McBall 
and Jeff Phorne,; all of England. 

There was plenty of McGovern money 
in sight. Several commissioners were 
araund with bunches of bills, offering 
$1 to $800 on the American. Joe 
Humphreys laid $1000 to $800 with a 
man who sat beside Sharkey and 
Dixon ‘at the ringside, and Dixon held 
the stakes. Tom Wynne, a New York 
bookmaker, bet $1000 to $700 with Sam- 
uel J. Ryan, Wynne taking the McGov- 
ern end. The following are bulletins 
of the fight: 
Pm.+-Palmer has just entered 
the ring. One of his seconds carried a 
British flag over the boxer'sshead, and 
the band pleyed “‘God Save the Queen.” 
. 3:24 p.m.—MoeGovern’s little brother 
perched himself on two men’s shoulders, 
Waving an American ‘flag, and the 
band is playing the “Star Spangled 
Banner." 

3:40 p.m.—The men are now donning 
the gloves. Palmer says he weighs 118 
pounds. McGovern's seconds say the 
American is about 117 pounds. . 

3:45 p.m.—All the officials having 
been introduced, the master of cere- 
monies is now introducing the prin- 
cipals. They stepped to the center and 
shook hands. McGovern is tfptop 
shape. 

First round—Palmer led .with his 
left, but fell short. Terry touched 
him lightly on the head. Palmer led 
again, Terry stepped back and Pak 
mer fell to his. knees. They mixed it 
up at close quarters, and Terry landed 
his right twice on the jaw, and then 
brought it down to the wind, at the 
Same time keeping his head inside of 
Palmer's swings. e timekeeper 
made a mistake, and rarig the bell 
when the round was half over, but 
as soon as the mistake was discovered, 
the men stepped quickly to the center 
of the ring. Terry sent right and left 
to the head, then with a left hook 
he dropped Palmer to the floor. Pal- 
mer in getting up seemed groggy, and 
Terry forced him to the ropes. 

McGovern was over-anxious to finish 
his man and worked very roughly for 
the head, but the English lad, though 
half groggy, ducked beautifully. Terry 
never let up, however, but kept ham- 
mering with both hands at close quar- 
ters. Palmer was in a half-crouch- 
ing attitude, and got into a clinch. As 
they broke, McGovern hooked his left 
hard and viciously to the jaw, driving 
Palmer's head back as the Britisher 
Staggered toward the ropes, McGovern 
swung his right flush to the point of 
the chin, and Palmer dropped help- 
lessly. 

He struggled frantically. but was 
unable to rise. Siler stooped over him 
and meéchanically tolled off the sec- 
onds. When the referee had counted 
five, Palmer threw his right hand 
toward the lower rone of the ring, but 
failed to clutch itt, and then rolled over 
on his back. He rolled back again on 
his side, and leaned on his elbow when 
the referee shouted ten. The crowd 
began cheering wildly when they saw 
that the Englishman was beaten, and 
the Briton’s seconds looked very dis- 
consolate as they struggled through 
the ropes and-carried the defeated 
pugilist to his corner. The time of 
the round was 2?:38?. 

Palmer revived quickly, and was 
helped out of the ring within three 
minutes after the knockout blow had 
been delivered. Meanwhile McGovern's 
friends went almost crazy. Many of 
them jumped toward the ring, but were 
prevented from entering it by the Sher- 
iff’s deputies. Two of his friends 
climbed through the ropes and pre- 
sented him with a floral horseshoe. Be- 
fore McGovern left the ring, the spec- 
tatofs shouted to him to give them a 
flower, and in a moment the floral piece 
was a total wreck. 

McGovern went to his dressing-room 
after Fa'mer had left the ring, but had 
ereat difficulty in. wending his way 
through the “crowd, as everybody 
seemed anxious to grasp the *winner’s 
hand. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Terry Mc- 
Govern of Brooklyn whipped Pedlar 
Palmer of London thoroughly in less 
than cne round in the arena of the 
Westchester Club near Tuckahoe, N. 
Y., this afternoon. With the victory 
went the title of bantam champion of 
the world, although both contestants 
were actually in the featherweight 
class. 

The Englishman, although forcing 
the pace at the outset, was really never 
in it, and McGovern simply battered 
his opponent into partial insensibility.

he meted out to Palmer was swift and 
terrible. 

The battle did not last quite. one 
round, the aotual time of fighting be- 
ing exactly. 2m. 22 s,, at the end 
of which time Palmer was lying help- 


less, half-conscious,’on the floor of the 


ring. Through an unlooked for aocci- 
dent on the official timer’s part, the 
pair were separated by the gong whén 
they had been fighting’ one minute. 
Each went to his corner, but the error 
was rectified In léss than twelve sec- 
onds, and the boys resumed hostilities 
in the center of the ring immediately 
at the command of the referee, George 
Siler. The ringing of the gong was 
a pure accident, as it was unlooked-far, 
and the Englishman's handlers make 
no complaint on this score. 

‘From .the outset MoGovérn seemed to 
have his man well in hand, but his 
most sanguine admtrersy never imag- 
ined that Terry would win in such 
short order. It was a case of a hur- 
ricane fighter pitted against a clever 
boxer, and the fighter won.

PHARY ARCTIC CLUB. 


Party of Explorers Arrives at Sydney, 
from North Greenland. _ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SYDNEY (Cc. B.,) Sept. 12.—The 
Peary Arctic Club's chartered steamer 
Diana arrived here today from Etah, 
North Greenland, August 28, with all 
well on board. Lieut. Peary and. his 
two companions with native allies 
were left in excellent health and 
spirits, comfortably housed for the 
winter, with provisions for two years 
and an ample supply of dog food. One 
hundred and eleven walrus had been 
killed since August 2 for that purpose. 
Peary will remain at Etah until Feb- 
ruary, when with a party of natives, 
he will go to Fort Conger and thence 
begin his journey to the pole, either

Hella, as conditions may determine. 

Secretary Herbert L. Bridgétfian of 
the Peary Club, in command of the 
Diana expedition, leaves-for New York 
tomorrow morning, taking Peary’s 
full reports of his last year’s work 
and maps of his discoveries. In. his 
nomenclature Peary has bestowed 
names of Peary Arctic Club members.

In the former, huge bergs 
add to the dangers of navigation, and’ 
her peculiar build proved no advan- 
e to her in’ coping with them. 
e Norwegians are disappointed 
most over their failure to outdo Peary, 
added to which is the very meager re-_ 
sult of their scientific work. They 
had not even the satisfaction of work- 
ing north to the confines of hithérto 
unexplored regions, as Peary. 414, andé 
their time and stores have been ex- 
pended on work which is’ really - but 
the subject for a2 summer's criise. 
Owing to her inability to get far 
north this season, it is believed the 
Fram will abandon her proposed ex- 
pedition next spring.’

State Association Considers Export 
Trade With the Orient.

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 12.—At 
day’s session of the California Dairy- 
men’s Association, the subject con- 
sidered was the export of creamery 
products to the Orient. R. A. Pearson 
of the United States Department of

CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE. 


Army Canteen and Dreyfus Case 
Discussed at Final Session. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PACIFIC GROVE, Sept. 12.—The 
final session of the forty-seventh an- 
nual session of the California confer- 
ence was closed this morning. The 
greater part of the morning was oc- 
cupied with discussions upon two reso- 
lutions, the first protesting in very 
strong terms against the verdict in the 
Dreyfus court-martial. This resolution 
written by Dr. J. A. B. Wilson of San 
Francisco, and signed by some of the 
leading members of the conference, was 
not adopted, but a _ substitute was 
passed, expressing conviction of Drey- 
fus’s innocence, and extending the 
sympathy of this body to him and his 
family. 

The second important matter was a 
heated discussion, precipitated by the 
address of Dr. E. B. Chapman before 
the conference yesterday, and the re- 
port of the conference temperance com. 
mittees charging President McKinley 
with violation of his oath of office in 
not exercising his authority as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army to abolish 
the army canteen. A warm defense of 
the President was presented by Dr. F. 
D. Bovard, who placed the blame on 
Atty.-Gen. Griggs. A resolution pre- 
sented by Dr. Carroll of Sacramento to 
strike out all reference to President 
McKinley was lost. That portion re- 
lating to the President as amended 
now stands as follows: 

“Resolved, that we condemn the dila- 
tory policy and painful delay of the 
administration in reference to the law 
passed by Congress prohibiting the 
army canteen. We insist that the 
Commander-in-Crief of the army and 
navy of the United States has the 
power to destroy the canteen, and we 
insist upon the early vindication of the 
law of Congress by the rightful exer- 
cise of the power of the President in 
compliance with the demands of a 
righteously indignant people.” 

The transfer of Dr. S. D. Hutsinmiller 
from the Erie conference was announced 
and Prof. C. V. Anthony, was at the 
request of the presiding elder, given a 
superanuate relation to the conference. 
The report of the Committee on Educa- 
tion recommended the election of the 
following officers of the University of

COCHISE ROBBERS. 


They Were Seen Heading for the 
Chiricahua Mountains. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WILLCOX (Ariz.,) Sept. 12.—In re- 
lation to the Cochise robbery, two pet- 
sons say they saw two mounted men 
leading a mule, pass through Willcox 
at 2 o’clock a.m. Sunday, going in the 
direction of the Chiricahua Mountains. 
They would be compelled to come to 
Willcox or go to Pearce if they went 
to Chiricahua, as the lake which cov- 
ers the valley east of South Cochise is 
full of water.

Trouble Between White and Black 
Soldiers on City of Puebla. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN ‘FRANCISCO, Sept. 12.—The 
steamer Australia arrived here today 
from Honolulu, and brings advices un- 
der date of September 5, as follows: 

“The transport City of Puebla ar- 
rived here today, and reports that dur- 
ing the voyage from San _ Francisco 
trouble arose between the white and 
colored soldiers over ‘craps.

The arrival of a provost 
guard prevented trouble, and during 
the remainder of the voyage the 
whites and blacks were kept sepa- 
rated, and as punishment some of the 
ringleaders were not allowed to land 
here.

The Narno will remain in 
port several weeks for an overhauling, 
after which she will probably go to the 
South Sea Islands, carrying out Com- 
modore Weaver's purpose to cruise all 
over the globe.” ‘ 

COMMISSIONER RAY BACK.

Two English Embezsiers Arrested 
in the Nick of Time.

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Sept. 12.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] A notable arrest 
was made yesterday afternoon at Don- 
ald, on the Canadian Pacific Railroad.

They will probably be taken 
back to London. 


SPONOGLE HANGING ON. 


He Refuses to Surrender to the New

CAPT. DYER HONORED. 


CITIZENS OF BALTIMORE sHOW 
THEIR PATRIOTISM. 


Whole City in Gala Attire on the 
Occasion of a Presentation to 
the Gallant Commander of a 
Beautiful Sword and Resolutions 
of Approval. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 12.—Capt. N. 
Mayo Dyer, commander of the cruiser 
Baltimore, in the memorable conflict 
of May 1, 1898, at Manila, was honored 
by this city today. Residences and 
business houses were gay with bunting, 
the streets were jammed with people 
wearing ‘“‘Dyer’’ buttons and ‘Dyer’ 
badges and all the ships in the harbor, 
regardless of nationality, were decked 
in his honor. 

Soon after breakfast Capt. Dyer was 
taken in charge by a special committee 
and entertained in various ways until 
1:30 o’clock p.m., when he was escorted 
to the City Hall to be welcomed by a 
reception committee consisting of about 
200 of Baltimore’s most prominent peo- 
ple, headed by Mayor Malster. 

Meantime a procession, composed of 
the Fourth and Fifth regiments of the 
Maryland National Guard, the Naval 
Reserve Corps, the Fifth Regiment 
Veteran Corps, two companies of 
United States artillery regulars from 
Fort McHenry, the Maryland division 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and many uniformed civic and semi- 
military organizations paraded through 
the principal streets of the city, pass- 
ing the City Hall, where it was re- 
viewed by Capt. Dyer. Upon an im- 
mense platform 3000 school children 
were so arranged as to form an im- 
mense imitation of the American flag. 

When the parade had passed, Mayor 
Malster, on behalf of the City Council 
of Baltimore and of the citizens gener- 
ally, presented to Capt. Dyer a set of 
resolutions commending his conduct at 
Manila and his record as an officer, 
after which he handed him a magnifi- 
cent sword, also the gift of the City 
Ceuncil and of the pernie of Baltimore 
Capt. Dyer accezic’ “o74 in a speech 
full of gratitude and expressions of the 
kindliest feeling toward his hosts and 
entertainers. 

The sword is said to be one of the 
finest weapons of its kind in this coun- 
try. The scabbord is finished in gold 
and the blade is of Damascus steel. On 
the scabbard are representations of the 
coats-of-arms of the United States and 
Maryland, the Washington monument, 
and the cruiser Baltimore, and on the 
sword hilt are symbolic representations 
of the arms of the naval service. The 
scabbard has a service and a fatigue 

After the presentation ceremonies the 
guest of the day, accompanied by a 
large number of the members of the 
Reception Committee, repaired to River 
Review Park, where a public reception 
was held. A banquet in the evening at 
the Hotel Regnert will round out the 
day's celebration.

BEDLUE AND COOLIES. » 


THE CONSUL SAID TO HAVE SOLD 
CERTIFICATES. 


Consul-General Goodnow'’s Report 
Contains Charges of the Gravest 
Character Against the Former 
Representative at Canton, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—[{Exclusive 
The World’s Washington 
special says that in spite of strenuous 
denials, it is true that Mr. Goodnow, 
United States Consul-General to China, 
has officially made charges of the grav- 
est character against Edward Bedloe, 
Consul at Canton. Bedloe’s return to 
this country is to meet these charges. 
Every effort will be made to suppress 
the fact that Consul-General Goodnow’s 
report, which the State Department re- 
fuses to give out, contains the charges 
that Bedloe has been trafficking with 
Chinese exporters of coolie laborers to 
America. 
' It is alleged that Bedloe has been is- 
suing, for a consideration, certificates 
to coolie laborers as students, thus 
enabling them to enter the country. 
Some of the laborers, who landed on 
our Pacific Coast armed with these 
certificates, were so suspicious-looking 
that customs officers examined them 
and found on their shoulders callous 
places which are the unmistakable dis- 
tinguishing marks of the coolie. It 
is alleged that Consul Bedloe, under 
his agreement with deaiers in coolies, 
had to refund the price paid to him for 
the certificates of each coolie so turned 
back. It is said that the price paid 
for fraudulent certificates was about 
$100 a head. 

In addition to these charges, Consul- 
General Goodnow has given some facts 
as to Consul Bedloe’s personal conduct 
which has been, according to evidence, 
flagrant and indecent. 


FOWLER PLEADED GUILTY. 


The Man Who Stole from Uncle Col- 
lis Asked for Lenincy. 

Harry Fowler, the aged petty larcen- 
ist, who was arrested by Junk Dealer 
Fisher last Saturday after a long chase 
and an exciting struggle, upon the for- 
mer offering to sell to the latter a lot of 
copper pipe which had been stolen from 
River station,. was before Justice Aus- 
tin yesterday to be judged according to 
his acts. 

When the complaint was read to bim, 
charging him with stealing the pipe, 
Fowler promptly pleaded guilty. He 
confided to the court that he really 
didn't steal the metal at all; that the 
larceny was committed by his wicked 
partner, whom he accidentally met on 
the street with the swag in his posses- 
sion; but he would plead guilty, never- 
theless, and throw himself upon the 
mercy of the court, in order to get out 
of the scrape as easily as possible. He 
knew it was wrong to associate with 
such wicked people, and was anxious 
to eschew their companionship at once 
if the court would only give him a 
chance. In fact, he really wasn’t ac- 
quainted with the man who had gotten 
him into trouble, nor did he know the 
pipe had been stolen. He merely met 
the man on the street, who asked him 
to help carry the metal to a junk shop. 
After some cross-examination, how- 
ever, he admitted that he had known 
the man in San Francisco. The accom- 
plice of Fowler made his escape when 
the latter was arrested, so he felt rea- 
sqenably safe from contradiction. 

Fowler alleged that when he arrived 
in Los Angeles some time ago he had 
a large sum of money, which had been 

aid to him by the government for 
back pension, but he had spent it all. 
He now receives, he says, a pension of 
$8 per month, on which he tries to live 
honestly, but occasionally he has to 
aqueeze both ends and the middle in 
order to pull through. He was quite 
sure that he had led a blameless life, 
but as he had been caught in bad com- 
pany, he wanted to take his punish- 
ment as quickly as possible and have it 
over. He therefore asked the court to 
pass sentence upon him at once, but 
Justice Austin wanted to investigate his 
antecedents, it being alleged that he is 
an old offender, sentence was postponed 
until 10 o'clock this morning.

Witherspoon and F. M. Heath appeared 
before the City Council today, to urge 
that efforts be made to furnish more 
power for the electric road, which has 
recently been operated on a very ir- 
regular plan. It was argued that the 
irregular operation of the road is detri- 
mental to the commercial interests of 
the city. Trustee Morse stated that 
the Redlands Electric Company has its 
upper works nearly completed, and 
when this is finished, _Riverside will 
be furnished much more power.

Property-owners in the vicinity of 
Westlake Park are making a vigorous 
campaign against the granting of an 
application for a restaurant liquor li- 
cense at Seventh and Lake streets. A 
delegation of citizens appeared before 
the Board of Police Commissioners 
yesterday, filed a protest against the 
license signed by more than a score of 
well-known citizens, and backed the 
protest with strong personal appeals to 
the board not to permit liquors to be 
sold in that district. The matter was 
referred to the Chief, after much dis- 
cussion, and he will report at the 
meeting of the board next Tuesday. 

Authority has been given the Chief 
of Police to make such changes in the 
assignment of policemen to duty as in 
his judgment is best for the efficiency 
of the police force. That a number of 
changes are to be made is certain, but 
only the Chief and the commissioners 
know what is contemplated. The pa- 
trolmen are wondering where the light- 
ning will strike. The establishment ‘of 
the néw podlice-signal system makes a 
number of changes necessary. 

A delegation of citizens will appear 
before the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers this morning to protest against the 
establishment of a Chinese laundry on 
Flower street between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets. If that effort fails 
they propose to take the matter into 
the courts. 

Mayor Eaton will undertake to pro- 
tect the workingmen on public con- 
tracts and secure for them their wages. 
Hé proposes to hold up demands for 
contractors who owe their workmen 
pay until such claims as may exist 
have been settled. 

A number of inquiries for lost per- 
sons have been received by the Mayor 
and referred to the Police Department 
for investigation. 

The contract for such binding as is 
to be ordered by the Board of Library 
Trustees was yestérday awarded to a 
San Francisco firm. 

William Wyche will be examined on 
Friday on a charge of threats to kill 
made against his wife. Mrs. Wyche is 
now suing her husband for a divorce, 
alleging extreme cruelty. 

The Supervisors began suit yester- 
day in behalf of the little Anderson 
children, who are alleged to have in- 
temperate parents who have aban- 
doned them, but will not release pa- 
rental control of them. 

When the father of the Deaver mi- 
nors died he left them about $1800 in 
trust with a guardian worth $100,000. 
The trust money went into the guar- 
dian’s business, but a financial reversal 
came and now he has nothing with 
which to pay, even in part, the liabil- 
ity he owes the children. 

' W. P. Hungerford, a janitor getting 
$35 a month, advertised some time ago 
for an assistant, agreeing to pay him 
$40 a month. A young man accepted 
the position, but was required to de- 

sit $100 to insure faithful services. 

ith this money, Hungerford is said 
to have left surreptitiously for the 
north. He was arraigned in the Town- 
ship Court yesterday morning.

DEMAND ITS REMOVAL 
Property-owners Who Object 
Chinese for Netahbores. 

One of the most vigorous protests 
that has e¥er beén made to the Board 
of Fire Commissioners will be presented 
today at the regular session of that 
body, and it will be backed by the 
personal appeals of many owners of 
property. The protest is against the es- 
tablishment of a Chinese laundry on 
Flower street between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets.

TO FIND MISSING RELATIVES. 


The Mayor Receives Three Urgent 
Letters of Inquiry. 

Mayor Eaton yesterday’ received 
three letters in which inquiries are 
made for persons who have resided in 
this city but who have not communi- 
cated with their relatives. The first 
of these letters is from Hon. Albion 
W. Tourgee, who is better Known for 
his literary works than as _ United 
States Consul at Bordeaux, France, 
which position he now holds. He 
writes that he has been importuned by 
a woman in Tarbes, in his consuiar 
district, to find her brother, who was 
last heard from in Los Angeles’ in 
1895. The name and address given by

WILLIAM WYCHE’S WOES.

HIS WIFE CHARGES HIM WITH 
THREATS TO KITA, 


He Says He Cannot Karn Pnongh 


Money to Sunit Hise Wife and 
Mother-in-law—Mirs. Wyehe Be- 
wine Snit fer a Diverce, Alleg- 
ing Crueity. 


William Wyche was arraigned in 
thé Township Court yesterday morning 
charged with threatening to kill his 
wife, Soledad, with a horse-pistol. The 
Wyches live at No. 717 Buena Vista 
street and the alleged threats occurred 
Saturday evening. Wyche was form- 
erly piano mover for Fred Blanchard. 
The examination of his case was set 
for Friday afternoon. He is allowed 
to go on his own recognizance. 

Wyche is the man who caused former 
Policeman Miles Long to be dismissed 
from the force two or three years ago 
on an allegation that he was in a con- 
spiracy to furnish evidence that might 
give Mrs. Wyche grounds to secure a 
divorce and a division of property. 
Wyche claims that for some time past 
his wife and the mother-in-law have 
been making his life a dreary round 
of existence bécause he has not been 
bringing home the amount of money 
they thought he ought to bring every 
week. Difficulties culminated Satur- 
day night, when the mother-in-law. 
Mrs. Romero, who lives on College 
street, was asked to take Wyche's part 
in a family apat. She refused ao to do, 
whereupon her son-in-law fired her out 
of the house and bade her never to re- 
turn. If was at this juncture, Mrs. 
Wryche says, that her husband threat- 
sped to get a gun and kill her. To the 

istrict Attorney. however, when she 
swore to her complaint. she said noth- 
ing about the mother-in-law episode. 
She stated simply that she had been 
visiting her mother on College street 
on Saturday and that when she re- 
turned she found her husband heavily 
intoxicated. He kept insisting that he 
be allowed to act as he pleased toward 
her, whereupon she objected and he 
became infuriated. The threats then 
followed. 

As Wyche was leaving the courtroom 
yesterday he was served with a sum- 
mons and a copy of the complaint tn 
a divorce suit just begun by his wife. 
She asks for a decree on the ground of 
extreme cruelty, alleged to have ex- 
tended over a period of . three years. 
Mrs. Wyche asks for the custody of 
their three and one-half vear old son, 
Carlos, for alimony and for attorney's 
fees. No reference is made to the 
property the husband was supposed to 
have accumulated at his occupation as 
teamster. 


ABANDONED CHILDREN. 


Supervisors Bring Suit to Compel 
Parents to Support Them. — 

The Supervisors began suit ves*ter- 
day in behalf of two children, who are 
alleged to have been abused bv their 
parents. The defendants in the case 
are W. J. A. Anderson and Anna J. 
Anderson. The children are William, 
aged 5 years, and Vivian, aged 3 years. 
It is atleged that both of the parents 
are of intemperate and dissolute habits, 
and by their own fault are unfit to 
have the care or custody of the little 
son and daughter. It is further al- 
leged that they have utterly failed to 
provide for the little ones or give them 
an education, having abandoned them, 
but at the same time being unwilling 
to let go their authority as parents. 
The Supervisors ask that the children 
be freed of the jurisdiction of their 
parents, but that the parents be com- 
pelled to support them. 

Anderson, the father of the aban- 
doned children, is an architect. He Is 
a Scotchman. a graduate from the 
University of Edinburgh, and formerly 


had considerable means. When he 
first came to this city he established 
himself in business, built himself a 


comfortable cottage and then sent to 
England for his sweetheart, whom he 
married, and the couple settled down 
to housekeeping. No more hospitable 
house was to be found in the city than 
Thistle Cottage, the home of the An- 
dersons. They entertained frequently 
and wine and beer were constantly 
kept on tap for their guests. They 
counted their friends by the score while 
the architect prospered. But intemper- 
ate habits gradually grew upon him; 
he neglected his business to frequent 
drinking places: clients left him: his 
income dwindled away: the home was 
mortgaged. The wife kept pace with 
her husband in drinking. Friends de- 
serted them, their home was sold un- 
der foreclosure, and the family drifted 
from one tenement to another, and 
things went from bad to worse until 
they were unable at last to care for 
their children, who were abandoned, 
and became wards of the county. Be- 


ing ruined in business, here, Anderson’ 


went to San Francisco, and tried to 
rehabilitate himself, but it appears 
from the action taken by the Super- 
visors that he has not yet succeeded 
in recovering his lost ground. 


WHERE WENT THE MONEY. 


Hangerford Brought Down from 
Sacramento to Anwwer. 

The arraignment of W. P. Hunger- 
ford, charged with felonious embezzle- 
ment, took place before Justice James 
yesterday morning, and his examination 
was set down for September 27. Hun- 
gerford was formerly janitor for the 
Southern California Savings Bank and 
the Muskegon Block. Upon application 
of a young fellow named Talbott for 
the position of assistant janitor, Hun- 
gerford is said to have accepted his 
services upon condition that the appli- 
cant should make a deposit, as an as- 
surance of good and faithful services, 
and this money his superior is now al- 
leged to have decamped with at his 
earliest opportunity. Hungerford was 
located in Sacramento some days ago, 
and was brought down from the north 
by Sheriff Hammel Monday afternoon 
and lodged in the County Jail. 

Hungerford’s salary as janitor was 
$35 a month. About a month or six 
weeks ago he advertised in The Times 
for an assistant, promising to pay him 
$40 a month. Thinking this an excel- 
lent opportunity to start his son in this 
city, J. C. Talbott of Glendora made 
application;* and the son was set to 
work upon Hunderford’s receiving a 
deposit of about $100, which was to be 
paid back at the end of one month. 
Before the month was quite up, how- 
ever. he is said to have mortgaged $35 
worth of furniture to secure @ loan of 
$150, and then departed. 

The clew to his capture was a re- 
mark dropped by him while collecting 
some smal! bills just before his depar- 
ture. He said that if he had some 
money he would go to Sacramento. 
where a friend would enable him to get 
rich on fast horses. With this informa- 
tion, a telegram was sent to the capital, 
with the result that Hungerford was 
soon under arrest at the fair grounds.

ARIZONA AND NATIONAL IRRIGATION. 

The coming National Irrigation Con- 
gress, which is to meet at Missoula, 
Mont., on the 25th of this month, to 
last three days, is attracting more at- 
tention than any previous gathering 
of the kind. This is largely due to the 
fact that the enterprising press of the 
West has, during the past year, bee 
educating the people of the country in 
regard to the vast importance of this 
arid land question. 


Among the sections of the United 
States that are interested in national 
irrigation, none is more deeply so than 
Arizona, the future development of 
which great Territory depends largely 
on the development of water to irri- 
gate its vast stretches of plains and 
valleys, now arid, but capable of pro- 
ducing every crop of the semi-tropic 
and temperate zones. It is, therefore, 
not surprising to find that the people 
of Arizona are takiriffja keen interest 
in the coming congress. 


As is generally known, the Governor 
of Arizona is—unfortunately—an ad- 
vocate of the cession of the arid lands 
to the States and Territories in which 
they are located. Consequently, as 
might be expected, Mr. Murphy has 
selected men as delegates to the con- 
gress who favor that plan, which The 
Times, and a great majority of those 
who have devoted consideration to the 
question, believe would be a grave 
mistake. In addition, each canal or 
ditch company has the privilege of 
making selection of one delegate, and 
these also have generally selected men 
who are in favor of private ownership. 

The enterprising farmers of Arizona 
have, however, not been idle, while 
several of the cities and towns have 
selected men as delegates who have the 
interests of the people at heart. The 
Mayor of Phoenix has chosen W. T. 
Smith, also ex-Gov. McCord, who has 
contributed several articles on national 
irrigation to The Times. It may be 
depended upon that he will make a 
strong fight for national irrigation in 
the congress. 

An important addition to the ranks 
of those who champion the’cause of 
national irrigation has come, in the 
person of E. P. Ripley, president of 
the Santa Fé system, who has written 
a letter to Mr. McCord, which is pub- 
lished in the Phoenix Enterprise. In 
this letter Mr. Ripley congratulates. 
Mr. McCord on a communication pub- 
lished by that gentleman in The Times 
of June last, and adds: 


“Permit me to congratulate you on 
the soundness of your position and the 
clearness with which it is expressed. 
There is no question in my mini that 
it is the duty of the national govern- 
ment to take charge of and conserve 
the water supply: in no other way can 
it be done efficiently and on a come- 
prehensive scale, and in no other way 
can the vast areas of’‘arid land owned 
by. the government itself be miade of 
value, so that aside from any bereft 
which may result to the Territory, and 
aside from the provision of an immense 
farming area for our surplus popula- 
tion, the enterprise should be a paying 
one from a purely business standpoint, 
and the enhancement of values of the 
government land should more than 
pay the cost. 

“IT hope you will go on with the prop- 
aganda. You are certainly on the 
right track, and government money 
spent in this way will do more good 
and benefit more people than all rhat 
has been appropriated in the river 
and harbor bills for the last ten years.” 


The sentiment in favor of national 
irrigation is growing apace and wil!l, 
doubtless, be crystallized at the coming 
irrigation congress, the deliberations of, 
which have an important bearing upon 
action by the other and greater Con- 
gress which meets in Washington. 


The New York Tribune notes that 
William Bodge of Waterville, Me., the 
Maine Central Railroad’s oldest con- 
ductor, has resigned after fifty years 
as a railroad man. Mr. Bodge is-+> 
years old. He was first employed with 
the Androscoggin and Kennebec Com- 
pany, having run the first train into 
Waterville in January, 1849. His posi- 
tion with that company was kept un- 
til the road finally pasged into the 
hands of the Maine Central. Im the 
period of fifty years Mr. Bodge was 
never in an accident, and had never 
lost a day's work from any kind of dis- 
‘ability. It would appear, from Mr. 
Bodge's experience, that railroading on 
the Maine Central is safer than stay- 
ing quietly at home.

The effects of the second trial of 
Capt. Dreyfus, with its accompanying 


| verdict of guilty, are likely to be far 


more serious and widespread than 
was anticipated by the judges who pro- 
nounced the verdict. It is no wonder 
that public opinion in Paris is sobered 
by reading the comments of the 
world at large upon the verdict, for 
these comments are almost uniformly 
unfavorable, and in many cases are 
severely condemnatory of the judges, 
of the entire proceedings, and of the 
public sentiment in France which tol- 
erates @ wrong so monstrous. 

One of the serious effects of the 
verdict, if it be permitted to stand, will 
be an immense falling off in the re- 
ceipts of the proposed international ex- 
position to be held in Paris next year. 
Already there are threats from all over 
the civilized world of passing the ex- 
position by on the other side. Orders 
for the withdrawal of many private 
exhibits have been given thus early, 
and organized movements are on foot, 
throughout Europe and the United 
States, for the withdrawal or cancel- 
lation of public and private exhibits 
in untold quantities. No government 
has as yet taken action looking to the 
withdrawal of its exhibit, but such 
radical action is hinted at, and even 
if not taken, the results of a general 
withdrawal of private exhibits will be 
almost the game in their final effect 
upon. the exposition, and will serve to 
endanger its success very seriously, if 
not to render success practically im- 
possible. Such a significant condemna- 
tion would be no more than France as 
a nation deserves for her great sin. 


The unsettled condition of affairs in 
France, coupled with the universal 
condemnation of.the Rennes verdict, 
will serve to keep many thousands of 
prospective visitors away from the ex- 
position, who would otherwise contrib- 
ute materially to its success. If the 
judgment of the Rennes court be per- 
mitted to stand the world at large will 
vent its stern disapproval and deep in- 
dignation upon the exposition, seriously 
endangering its success if not making 
it an ignominious failure. 


The case is not wholly without rem- 
edy. France still has it within her 
power to avert the threatened danger, 
and to take such action as will retain 
for her in some measure the respect 
of the civilized world. The prompt over- 
throw or nullification of this out- 
rageous verdict would go far toward 
saving France the ‘good opinion of the 
world, which she is in imminent dan- 
ger of losing. The quickest and the 
shortest way to overthrow the verdict 
would be for President Loubet to issue, 
without delay, an unconditional par- 
don to Capt. Dreyfus, restoring to him 
all his rights as a citizen of France 
and a soldier in the army of his coun- 
try. There is some reason to hope and 
to believe that the President will see 
his way clear to the taking of this ac- 
tion, which would furnish a happy so- 
lution of the difficulty, though it might 
not quite satisfy the extremists who 
are arrayed on both sides of the con- 
troversy. A pardon for Dreyfus would 
not, it is true, be absolute proof of his 
innocence, but that, in the eyes of 
the world, is proven already, and a 
pardon from the @resident of the 
French republic would in effect be a 
tacit confession on the part of that 
government that Capt. Dreyfus was 
unjustly convicted, which would be al- 
most tantamount to proof of his 
innocence. 


M. Zola, in an open letter published 
in the Paris Aurore, suggests that the 
French government can establish the 
innocence of Dreyfus by asking Ger- 
many for the documents enumerated 
in the bordereau. He believes the re- 
quest would be granted without demur, 
and that the documents in question 
would establish indubitably the inno- 
cence of the prisoner. These documents, 
M. Zola believes, would constitute a 
new fact which would justify and ne- 
cessitate a second revision before the 
Court of Cassation, the result of which 
would be that the verdict would be 
quashed without delay, and Dreyfus 
would be freed by positive proof of 
his innocence. M. Zola declares that if 
the government fails to take the action 
indicated, the friends of Dreyfus will 
not despair, but will press forward in 
‘their search for truth until “proof, in- 
vincible proof,”’ of his innocence has 
been obtained. It is evident, at least, 
that Dreyfus is not without stanch 
friends to plead his cause. 


Meantime, while waiting for the next 
verdict—for France is on trial now— 
intending exhibitors from the United 
States will be fully justified in giving 
the Paris Exposition a wide berth, 
both in the matter of sending exhibits 
and in the matter of preparing to visit 
the exposition. The state of unrest, 
bordering upon anarchy, which pre- 
vails throughout France as a conse- 
quence of the anti-Semitic agitation; 
which has been brought to a focus by 
the Dreyfus affair, renders it unsafe to 
send valuable exhibits to Paris. France 
is virtually upon a volcano, and while 
the eruption may not come at once, it 
is almost certain to come sooner or 
later. In the mean time, it is an ex- 
ceedingly good couhtry to stay away 
from, for practical as well as for sen- 
timental reasons. 

If France permits this obnoxious ver- 
dict to stand, France deserves to be 
ostracised by all the enlightened na- 
tions of the earth. Americans who 
love justice and fair play can show 
their abhorrence of the crime against 
Dreyfus by withholding their support 
in any and every form from the pro- 
posed exposition of 1900. Fair-minded 
persons in other countries will do the 


| same, and this holding aloof may, per-

haps, bring to their senses, in some de- 
gree, the men who are immediately re- 
sponsible for having persecuted the 
unhappy Dreyfus. The class of men 
in France who have aided, abetted, 
and upheld that outrageous persecu- 
tion of a man whom all the world be- 
lieves to be innocent, are alike desery- 
ing of stern rebuke. 


Friday's benefit must be made an 
overwhelming success, but it cannot 
be so made without the enthusiastic 
cobperation of those of our people who 
love their country and who appreciate 
the valor of our soldiery. It is to this 
class alone that The Times appeals 
upon this occasion. We confidently 
hope that this appeal is not being made 
in vain.

. The Fanction of Generals. 


[San Francisco Chronicle, Sept. 9:] 
That part of the public which gets its 
notions of what the commander-in- 
chief of an army ought to do in battle 
from the mediaeval idea of a spectacu- 
lar knight at the head of a storming 
party is nagging Gens. Shafter and 
Otis, because they were not much in 
evidence on. the firing line while their 
armies were engaged. One ‘“general’”’ 
Sherw of ‘Chicago lately made such 


a criticism of Gen. Shafter, apropos. 


of his conduct at Santiago, and has 
drawn from the captor of the Spanish 
stronghold the very just observation 
that, though under fire during the bat- 
tle, he was not on the firing line be- 
eause he had no business there, and 
could have been of no service. For 
precisely the same reasons and others 
equally as good Napoleon Bonaparte, 
the Duke of Wellington, George Wash- 


ington, Ulysses 8. Grant and Robert EB. 
Lee were rarely seen at the immediate 
points of contact with the enemy, 
though ever present on the field, with- 
in reach of cannon balls and shells, 
working out the general plan of battle. 

It ought to be better understood than 
it is that a commanding genéral is in 
duty bound when in action to stay at 
some point near the reserves where he 
can receive reports, order reinforce- 
ments here and there, strengthen weak 

ints, take instant advantage of any 

lunder of the enemy that may be re- 
pdrted to him by signal, field telegraph 
or courier, promptly correct any mis- 
takes of his subordinates. The only 
time he should visit the extreme front 
is when his presence is needed to re- 
organize broken lines or lead a forlorn 
hope—such a function as Sheridan per- 
formed when, on hearing that his army 
was being driven back, he left Win- 
chester “twenty miles away,” and 
riding to the firing point, wrested vic- 
tory from defeat. It stands to reason 
that, by entering the thick of a battle 
ordinarily the commander-in-chief ex- 
poses his cause to disaster. In the 
whirl and smoke of the conflict he 
cannot always be found by couriers 
with important dispatches from his 
corps or brigade commanders and he 
is where his signals cannot be seen or 
his messages promptly forwarded. If 
killed his plan of battle dies with him. 
Even if his successor knew the plan 
in its inception he cannot always tell 
how far it has worked out or what 
changes this or that emergeny come- 
pelled the late commander to make 
It is a sort of maxim that when the 
general falls the battle is lost; for the 
successor, suddenly vested with re- 
sponbility and having. no adequate 
grasp of the situation, usually orders 
a retreat or a merely defensive atti- 
tude. Before he fights and makes way 
for the historian he wants time to 
make his.own pians. 

From this point of view, and it is the 
only just one,* Gen. Shafter did his 
whole duty at Santiago. Had Gen. 
Grant been in his place he probably 
would have pursued no different course 
and won a no more brilliant victory. It 
is not only an insult to a brave man 
who had earned promotion on many @ 
fring line to call Shafter a cowarl be- 
cause he did not gallop first among all 
to the top of San Juan Hill, waving his 
sword with one hand and the Stars and 
Stripes wfth another, but it is a refiec- 
tion and a very grave one on the mili- 
tary intelligence of his critics. 

As to Gen. Otis the same considera- 
tions apply, along with the other ones 
due to the fact that he is not the com- 
manding general of the army in the 
field, but the civil Governor of the 
Philippine Islands. He is not only a 
general, but a desk administrator. 
Chained to Manila by his dual respon- 
sibilities he cannot ride into the thick 
of every little fight his columns start 
up with a scattered enemy; nor should 
he do so if he could. Doubtless he often 
chafes for action. The man who was 
the right-hand officer of one of the 
most intrepid regimental fighters in the 
Army of the Potomac and who, with 
300 troopers, rode into battle with 
2000 of Sitting Bull’s warriors, must 
now and then long for the deeper 
personal experiences of warfare. But 
Otis knows his place and his duty and 
he has kept the one and done the other. 
in a way to entitle him to the warm ad- 
miration of his countrymen. No gen- 
eral ever used a small force in a large 
territory to better advantage than he 
nor accomplished more satisfactory re- 
sults as a civil administrator. 

A contrary view is widely held, but 
ignorance of military matters in this 
country is incalculably common and 
has been tirelessly cultivated by a por- 
tion of the press.. But ignorance faltis 
to hold good in the long run. It ought 
to be the consoling thought of Gens. 
Shafter and Otis that all the successful 
generals of the civil war were abused 
as they have been and that history, in 
its impartial summing up, may be de- 
pended on to do them justice. 


SLAUGHTER MOVES WESTWARD. 


Editor Bannon Scouts a Theory as 
Applied to Beef. 
fA. P. FARLY MORNING REPORT.1 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Those who 
are opposed, secretly or openly, to the 
effort being made by retail butchers of 
this city to fight the beef trust by 
building an independent abattoir of 
large proportions in the East and op- 
erating it on a codperative plan, have 
argued time and again that the move- 
ment of the beef-slaughtering trade to 
the West has been a material one, and 
that all efforts to bring it Kast again 
must be abortive, because artificial 
and unnatural. 

John Bannon, editor of the national 
organ of the Retail Butchers’ Associa- 
tion, scouts this theory and deciares 
that the theory of construction of a 
large abattoir here would be a great 
incentive to the raising of cattle. in 
the East. The western movement of 
the cattle-slaughtering business, he 
asserts, is the work of the “Big Five’’ 
alone. There are hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of fine grazing in the 


East, on which no cattle are ow 
raised, solely because there is a r 
home market for them. 

Many of the cattle that are ised 
in the East, Bannon declares, are 


shipped to Chicago, there slaughtered 
and shipped East again for consump- 
tion, two freight charges being pald on 
them, when only one is necessary. 


PENSION LEGISLATION. 


Commander Shaw Will Work for the 
Old Soldiers.’

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Albert D. 
Shaw, the new Commander-in-Chief of 
the G.A.R., said last night: 

“A great deal of my time will be 
given to pension legislation. The old 
soldier is entitled to lasting considera- 
tion.

The Union soldiers saved this nation. 
Their reward should be commensurate 
with their services. 

“If the burden should prove too heavy. 
I am in favor of a patriotic pension 
bond issue, so that only the interest 
would have to be met from year to 
year.

COMMERCIAL. 

BI'SINESS IN THIS SECTION. R. 
G. Dun & Co.'s report of trade in 
Southern California in August, says: 

“There are no especially new fea- 
tures in the trade situation of the 
country. Prices remain strong for 
staples, cereals being generally higher. 
Orders for fall goods are very large 
and free. Activity in the leading indus- 
tries show no signs of diminution. 
Iron mils are working their utmost 
capacity to fill the largest demand 


ever made upon the iron. industry of 
this country. Wages among §iron- 


workers have advanced until they are: 


double what they were last year. The 
volume of solvent business is large, 
failures are few, August clearings are 
24 per cent. larger than last year. 

“In our immediate district bysi- 
ness is satisfactory. The farmer and 
horticulturist. generally have made 
money in spite of a dry year. Hun- 
dreds of wells have been sunk and 
the water developments of the seasons 
have been estimated at 30,000 inches. 
All products have-brought unusually 
good returns. 

“The barley crop is larger than an- 
ticipated, and the market is inclined 
to weaken. »° 

“All varieties 
held. 

“The beet-sugar factories are in 
operation. Crops were underestimated, 
and the runs will be longer than an- 
ticipated. In most places the sugar 
percentage is running high. 

The returns from peach and apricot 
crops are most satisfactory. Prune 
gathering and drying is on. Price is 
not generally made. Contracts for 
new crop futures in Central California 
are being made on 3-cent basis for 
regular sizes. Apricots are in demand, 
but business not large, holders and 
buyers being apart in values. The cure 
of peaches is small, but the stock fine. 
Buyers offer as high as 6% cents. 

“Almonds are about gathered. There 
is fair crop, and prices are 5 cents to 
6 cents for hard-shelis, up to 13 cents 
for Languedoc. 

“Walnut-picking will be in swing 
by the middle of September. A fair 
crop is estimated of superior quality. 
Prices are not yet set. 

“It is many a year since the grape 
grower has received so good returns, 
wine grapes bringing $14 a ton at point 
of delivery. Crop of raisins for ‘98 is 
light. All grades are likely to open 
high. Output is estimated at 2500 car- 
Jloads. Scarcely any old stock in the 
State. Prices for new crop have not 
been made. 

“The coming citrus-fruit crop is look- 
ing well. With a good rainfall a very 
large crop will be marketed. Eastern 
demand for lemons is good; price steady 
at $3.50 per box. 

“The oil industry continues to claim 
much attention. The noteworthy phase 
of the industry in the State for August 
has been the formation of a_ great 
number of incorporated companies with 
large capital for development of petro- 
leum. Eastern crude oil is quoted $1.40 
per barrel, the highest point this year. 

“Locally, wholesale and retail reports 
are favorable. The jobbers are en- 
couraged by a demsnd considerably 
ahead of last year-and retail business 
is showing every prospect of a large 
fall and winter trade. 

'“Failures for August were fourteen, 
with liabilities $50,000; assets, $30,000. 


LAST WEEK IN BUSINESS. From 
advance sheets sent out by the New 
York Commercial Bulletin the follow- 
ing conditions of business are con- 
den At Boston worsteds are 2% 
cents dearer, and shoes 2% to W cents 
per pair dearer. In the week 5,000,000 
pounds of wool were sold at fine prices. 

At Philadelphia the mills are so over- 
run with orders that new business is 
booked only for several weeks ahead. 
Print cloths are firm at 2% cents for 
regular 64 squares. Standard sheet- 
ings are at 4% to 5 cents. 

The statistical condition of wool is as 
strong as it ever has been for a very 
long time. There is no doubt that the 
sales since the clip of the year have 
been larger than in any similar season 
for many years. 

There is no change in quotations, a 
no likelihood until buyers find that they 
must get into the market again. It is 
reported from several sources that a 
large number of American buyers wil!l 
be at the London sale, with instruc- 
tions to purchase in quantity. This 
will probably have a decided effect 
upon prices, and together with the de- 
mands from continental and British 
mills will undoubtedly send wool up 
several points. Meanwhile the market 
is waiting. 

At Omaha lumber generally is 10. per 
cent dearer. In Pennsylvania coal 
miners’ wages have advanced from $1 
to $1.60. and labor is very scarce. 

At New Orleans the price of mid- 
Gling cotton advanced 1-16 of a cent. 

At Kansas City it is reported that re- 
ceipts of cattle have continued heavy. 
but prices hold up well, being about 
the same as a week ago. But this ap- 
plies only to choice steers and cows.

The under grades are lower. Dressed 
beef and export steers have ranged 
from $4.75 to $6.20. Western steers 


from $3.85 to $4.90. Receipts cattle for 
week, 58.372 head; same week last year, 
32.814 head. 

At Denver there is a considerable 
movement in financial circles, caused 
by the influx of Eastern money 
and the lowering of. rates to refund 
loans made at 7 and § per cent. Money 
can now be had on real estate security 
at 5 and 6 per cent., and people with 
incumbered property are hurrying to 
adjust their loans. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
PRICES RISING ABROAD. Prices 


of staples abroad are still advancing, 
thus keeping step with the upward 


movement in this country. Sauer- 
beck’s index number, representing 
forty-five commodities, was 67.6 in 


July, as compared with 66.9 in June, 
65.8 in February, 63.8 in December, 
7898, and 59.2 in July, 1896. The ad- 
vance in July was entirely due to the 
rise in metals, other articles having 
remained stationary. Mr. Sauerbeck 
gays: “Pig iron reached 73s. and tin 
the very high price of £146 per ton at 
the end of July, but these prices have 


mot been maintained in the present 
month. The index number is the 
highest since 1893,.and is above the 


average of the ten years 1888-97, but 
it appears that the force of the up- 
ward movement has exhausted itself 
for the present, and that for the im- 
mediate future a further advance in 
the general index number is not prob- 
able unless smaller crops should cause 
a rise in the various kinds of corn. or 
that the low-priced textiles (cotton. 
xX, coarse wool, etc.) and coffee and 
sugar, all of which have heen affected 
by excessive supplies, should be lifted 
to a higher level. Taking articles of 
food and materials separately, the in- 
dex numbers compare thus:

‘LOS ANGELES MARKETS. 
Los Angeles, Sept 12, 1899. 

Poultry is in good demand for s0 
early in the week. There is a fair 
demand for ducks and geese, which is 
likely to continue to the close of the 
week. Eastern poultry is likely to 
come on the market soon, but it will 
cost 18 cents in carload lots, laid 
down here, dressed, head and feet on, 
and not drawn. 

Eggs are about steady, fresh ranch 
generally bringing 24 cents, and stan- 
dard eastern 20, although some of 
them are sold at 19 cents. Extra se- 
lect generally sell at 22 cents. 

Butter is steady with no notable 
change. 

Strained honey is so scarce that 


and dark, candied has been sold at 7%. 
Beans are steadier. Pinks are scarce, 
but new crop will be in towards the 
end of the month. Pinks then may 
weaken, but not other varieties. 

Dried fruits are not much better 
than nominal. 

Poor potatoes are weak, but good 
ripe stock is not. The demand is ac- 
tive. For fancy Salinas just unloaded 
down to $1.50 for large orders. Sweets 
are weak at quoted rates. 

Lemons are active at $2.75 per box 
for fancy in carload lots. Farmers 
are getting as high as $23 for: 
lemons, green. 

Berries are scarce and dear. Quinces 
are down to 65@75 cents per box. 
Fancy Tokay and Cornichon grapes 
are as dear as $1 for twenty-five- 
pound crates. Jerman prunes bring 
$1 per crate. Common prunes sell 
down to 65 cents. 

Grain of all kinds and their products 
are unchanged. 

The walnut-growers’ associations 
have held a meeting and fixed prices 
for the new crop at $8.15 per cental 
for No. 1, soft shells, and $7.65 for 
hard shells.

FROMgSLEEP TO DEATH. 


CHICAGO ATTORNEY RECEIVES A 
SILENT SUMMONS. 


J. T. Kretzinger Found Dead in Bed 
at the Hollenbeck Hotel—Was 
Here to Look After Mining In- 
terests—Inquest Today. 


Alone and unattended, J. T. Kret- 
zinger died in the Hollenbeck Hotel 
some time Monday night. The de- 
ceased was a prominent corpom ition 
attorney of Chicago, and came to I.os 
Angeles recently to look after mining 


interests held in this Stace. 
In company with Capt. W. T. 
Reatty, Mr. Kretzinger visited Santa 


Monica Monday. After spending the 
entire day at the beach, they returned 
to Los Angeles and went to the hotel, 
having engaged adjoining rooms. Be- 
fore retiring the dead man appeared 
to be enjoying excellent health, and 
showed no symptoms of his approach- 
ing death. 

During the night, Mr. Kretzinger is 
said to have eaten some fruit which 
may have helped to bring on indiges- 
tion. This probably affected the 
heart action, and brought about his 
death. 

Capt. Beatty tried to awaken his 
friend about 8:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning, but failing to arouse him 
called in Dr. G. W.. Lasher. The 
physician examined the sleeper and 
pronounced him dead, saying that 
death was probably due to fatty de- 
generation of the heart. About three 
years ago Kretzinger was treated in 
Chicago for liver trouble @y Dr. Nor- 
man Bridge of Pasadena, and _ since 
that time has been under’ medical 
treatment. 

The dead man was a partner in the 
law firm of Kretzinger, Gallagher & 
Rooley, occupying offices in the 
Monadnock Building, Chicago. He 
also owned considerable mining prop- 
erty in this State and Colorado. He 
enjoyed a lucrative law practice and 
leaves an estate of several hundred 
thousand dollars. He leaves a wife 
in Austin, Ill, but no children. 

The remains were taken to Howry’s 
undertaking parlors, where an inquest 
will be held this morning at 9:30 
o'clock. The body will be embalmed 


and returned to Chicago for inter- 
ment.

TRACK AND TIE NOTES. 


Santa Fe Officials May Meet in Los 
Angeles, 

When the Santa Fé consolidates its 
general systems from Albuquerque west 
to Los Angeles, San Diego and San 
Francisco, including the San Joaquin 
Valley road, the new system will em- 
brace a total of 1693 miles of road. The 
traffic men of the whole Santa Fé sys- 
tem are likely to meet in Los Angeles 
this winter. Such a meeting would 
bring about one hundred officials here 
to get better acquainted with the work- 
ing of the Western business. This was 
practically agreed upon when the meet- 
ing was held last December in Chicago. 

‘he boards of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, of the Board of 
Trade and of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association will take a trip 
this afternoon over the route of the. Los 
Angeles Railway Company's new tour- 
ist line. Two cars have been fitted up 
by the company especially to. take 
tourists about the city, the trip as now 
scheduled lasting about two hours. 
The seats on the outside of the car are 
protected by heavy wire screens that 
prevent the general public from board- 
ing the car. The interior is arranged 
as a chair car. The cars will also be 
used for trolley trips and for theater 
parties. This scheme has been tried in 
Denver and has proved a marked suc- 
cess.

The track of the University division 
of the Los Angeles Railway will be re- 
laid with heavier rails next week, after 
which the West Washington street line 
will be similarly improved. Later on 
the Central avenue line will have its 
turn, and still later the East Side Park 
line will have its turn. 

The Union Pacific Ratlway has de- 
clared a semi-annual dividend of 2 per 
cent. on preferred stock, payable Oc- 
tober 2. 

The Rio Grande Western has declared 
a dividend of 1 per cent. on preferred 
Stock, payable September 30. 

The Pennsylvania road has ordered 
1000 self-clearing hopper freight cars of 
100,000 pounds capacity. They are all 
steel and are the largest cars made. 
The Great Northern has ordered 400 
of the same kind of cars. The two 
orders amount to $1,600,000. These facts 
illustrate how busy the construction 
concerns are all over the country. 

Many roads will ask an extension of 
time in which to put automatic coup- 
lers and airbrakes.on their cars, after 
January 1, 1900. The reason is that 
the makers of these appliances cannot 
deliver them as fast as they are needed.
